BEING ENDANGERED 


BERLIN, 
Oct. 
2.—Unless 
the 
coming six years see a radical Im­ 
provement in the value of the mark, 
Germany's potash industry probably 
will be 
seriously 
embarrassed in 
liquidating 
stock 
shares 
abroad 
which must he paid in currency of 
the country from which the capital 
was 
subscribed. 
Other industrial 
concerns are said to be bound by sim­ 
ilar obligations contracted during the 
war. 
The potash mines of Wintershall, 
Alexandershall, and 
Saxon-Weimer 
are reported to have taken up 10,- 
000,000 marks capitalization each at 
that time, repayable in 1925, at the 
rate of 1,220 Swiss francs to every 
1,000 marks. 
With the fall of Ger­ 
man currency it would require to­ 
day no less than 3,050,000,000 paper 
marks to fulfill 
these 
agreements. 
This sum exceeds, it is said, the total 
capital of all the Wintershall mines. 
Owing to scarcity of labor in the 
potash fields of the Werra valley, in 
central Germany, a large number of

CAMPAIGN LEVY 
ON OFFICE HOLDERS 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., October 
2 —The Republican State Committee 
which is seeking funds to carry on 
the state campaign has called upon 
the Republican state admini.itration 
to contribute $10,000, it as learned 
last night. 
L, D. Thompson, State Treasurer, 
Roy H. Monier, chairman 
of 
the 
State Tax Commission, 
and 
Arch 
Hollenback, chairman of the Prison 
Board, were appointed a committee 
at a meeting held at the executive 
mansion a few nights ago to receive 
the donations from Republican state 
o Icials, elective and appointive, and 
their employes. 
George E. Hackmann, State Audi­ 
tor, and his employes will rend a 
check for $615 today and other de­ 
partments are expected to 
comply 
immediately 
with 
their 
contribu­ 
tions. 
Each state official or employe re­ 
ceiving a salary in excess at $3000 
was assessed 2 per cent of one year’s 
salary, while employes and officials 
receiving less than 3,000 are expect­ 
ed to donate with 1 per cent of a 
year’s pay. 
This campaign levy will call 
for 
about $80 from Republican elective 
officials below the office of Governor 
and for $24 from clerks rtceiving 
$2400 a year. 
Upon Gov. Hyde the 
assessment 
would be about $120, unless he cares 
to contribute a larger sum. 
Chief clerks getting $2800 a year 
are assessed $28. 
The campaign

extend 
from the highest to the lowest em­ 
ploye of the state.

BEGGARS HAPPY 
LOT IN MOSCOW 


MOSCOW, Oct. 2.—The 
beggars 
of Moscow” have been enjoying 
re­ 
sumption of free trade under the So­ 
viet regime nearly as much as the 
profiteers and speculators. 
A year or so ago, when the govern­ 
ment doled out everything to every­ 
body, the aristocrat and the beggar 
alike, and money was of very little 
use, mendicants virtually disappear­ 
ed from all their haunts at the var­ 
ious street corners. 
But with 
the 
reopening of trade, and when 
the 
daiy parade of shoppars began anew, 
the beggars returned and apparently 
brought a lot of relatives and friends 
with them. 
The professional beggars of Mos­ 
cow are a happy lot when off duty. 
They congregate in vacant lots and 
in nooks and corners 
of tumbled 
dow'n buildings, where they gamble 
among themselves; joke and laugh; 
hold their feasts, apparently obliv­ 
ious of the past or the future, and 
have quite as jolly a time as 
any 
group of average individuals. 
The 
non- professionals, the men and wo­ 
men of the 
better class of other 
days who beg only as a last resort, 
do not participate in these gather­ 
ings which are made up of the class 
which has always been beggars and 
knowa nothing else of life. 
Tea is served regularly at the beg­ 
gars’ resorts, the water being heated 
in big black kettles with a wood fire 
underneath. 
Tin cans and broken 
cups are brought into use by 
the 
various individuals, 
the 
scene 
in 
some respects resembling the ^amps 
of American tramps by the road side 
in summer. 
Late in the day or during the ev­ 
ening substantial food is served, the 
beggars paying the boss beggar in 
kind, or with a few rubles, for what­ 
ever they may eat from the mess. 
The hot 
beggar does not actually 
beg himself, his chief duties being to 
coo' the food brought by the others 
and to carry to and from their places 
of “work” some of the beggars un­ 
able to walk or crawl because 
of 
their deformities. 
When a beggars’ feast is at 
its 
height, in Moscow, as much laughter 
and as much merry making may be 
heard as anywhere in Russia.
